Independent Playwright and Manager 
Defeated in Two Suits Against the 
Theatrical Trust.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} David Belasco, playwright 
and theatrical manager, has lost both 
actions in the Supreme Court by which 
he sought to have it established that 
Klaw & Erlanger were in reality his 
partners in the production of David 
Warfield in “The Auctioneer,” and not 
Joseph Brooks, whom he characterized 
as merely a “dummy” for Klaw & 
Erlanger. His fight was actually 
against the theatrical trust, and dur- 
ing the trial, in April last, he nar- 
rated much of the difficulties he en- 
countered in booking his productions. 

Judge Fitzgerald, in an opinion just 
handed down, confined himself to the 
legal propositions involved, and says 
the contract was entered into between 
Belasco and Brooks and that parole 
evidence is incompetent, to vary a 
written contract, under the circum- 
stances, concluding: 

“Where there is no concealment and 
neither mistake nor fraud is claimed, 


are fully and clearly set forth by a 
Standard authority of the highest 
character of evidence.” 

He holds that the co-partnership was 
actuainy between Belasco and Brooks 
and gives judgment in favor of Klaw 
& Erlanger in the one case and in 
favor of Brooks in the other.

Bosworth, recently discharged 
from his position by Walsh with 
no more ceremony than if he 
had been an office boy, is now 
president of the Walsh banks 
and is given the task of pulling 
together Walsh’s financial af- 
fairs. The irony of fate never 
found a more dramatic illustra- 
tion than now, when the “iron 
banker,” who has never had any 
use whatever for the discharged 
employé, finds himself super- 
seded by a former employé. Bos- 

+ worth is a railroad man of much 
experience who was stationed in 
Chicago as a National Bank ex- 
aminer and was the official sent 
to Milwaukee when the Bigelow 


bought the Illinois Southern 
Railroad. Bosworth was presi- 
dent of the road and almost im- 
mediately the men clashed. This 
meant immediate dismissal for 
Bosworth. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—{Exclusive Dis-

Baron Koraf announced his conver-

The greatest surprise, however, was 
the speech of Count Robrilsky, Master 
of the Court, who heretofore has been 
an implacable opponent of unrestricted 

suffrage.. The Count began by confes- 
sing that, two weeks ago, he believed 
such a suffrage should never be con- 
ceded. Now, however, while he still 
regarded suffrage restricted to the en- 
lightened classes as the safest for Rus- 
sia, he was convinced that a!l consider- 
ations must give way to a single inter- 
est, the saving of the fatherland. Uni- 
versal suffrage, he said, had become 
the watchword of the peoplé and in 
such a crisis the government ust 
seize the physchological moment. The 
speech made a great impression. 

During. the dinner which followed, 
with Count Witte at the head of the 
table, even the most reactionary of 
those present hinted that it might be 
necessary, after all, to grant universal 
suffrage. 

It is now understood that Count 
Witte, at the discussion which will be 
resumed tomorrow, is determined to 
force through a universal suffrage 
echeme. 

The council at Tsarskoe-Selo conclud- 
ed its sitting without arriving at a 
decision regarding the election law, the 
consideration of which will be resumed 
tomorrow.

DURNOVO A GRAFTER. 


A sensation has been produced by 
an Open letter to the Molva written 
by Alexander Stakovich of Orel, a 
prominent zemstvoist, which reveals 
Durnovo in the double capacity of act- 
ing Minister of the Interior and seller 
af forage to the War Department.

Back in America. 


Bombs Exploded About Him 
in Bloodstained Cities 


Saw Comack Kill Three Car- 
loads of Warsaw Folk. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-T.M.} 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—After wit- 


nessing seventeen days of the Russian 


revolution in Warsaw, after seeing 


hundreds struck down by Cossacks, 
and after having felt two bombs ex- 


plode in the room under him at his 
hotel, the American jockey, J. C. Mit- 
chell, fled from Russia. He arrived 


here today on the steamer Blucher. 


Mitchell has been in Russia under a 


contract with Baron Stover. 

“I have had all I want of Russia,” 
he said today. e Cossacks are hu- 
man devils, without one thought be- 
yond killing. I saw them ch re 
a crowd of 5000 persons in Warsa 
They used their knouts and 
swung their swords at every head with- 
in reach. 

“I stayed at the Bristol Hote) in 
Warsaw, and from November 11 to No- 
vember 17, during the great strike, 
there were no cooks in the hotel. The 
night of November 15 I was playing 
billiards in the billiard room on the 
second floor. We heard a great shout 
from the outside, but this had become 
So usual that we paid no attention to 
it. Suddenly there was ¥ fusillade of 
shots and a crashing of plate ¢ 
then cries of anger from mee” an 
shrieks from women from the café be- 


low. 
BOMBS EXPLODE. | 

“We ran to the head of the stairs 
and saw men and women rushing from 
the place. Some dashed up the stairs 
and others back through the hal! to 
the rear. While we stood there a 
bomb was thrown into the café and ex- 
ploded, wrecking the ground floor. An- 
other bomb quickly followed and the 
whole building seemed to shake. 

“Before the sound of the explosion 
had died away the crowd swarmed 
through the windows and a break in 


the wall, and we heard the crashing of 


china and chairs and the breaking of 
tables. The crowd had begun to think 


of oe vocal stories and we thought of 


some way to escape, when we heard 
that indescribable yell of the Cossacks. 
Then came a charge of cavalry, the 
cries of the wounded, the crack of re- 
volvers, the compact of horses — 
a living wall of people, which y 
with a sickening sound. 
“Five hundred Cossacks literally 
cleared their way through the crow4. 


Some rode their horses through the 
windows, cutting down all inside who

ANNOT DISMISS 


NAVAL HAZERS.| 


SECRETARY OF THE NAVY HAS 
NO SUCH AUTHORITY. 


Under the Laws as Now Constituted 
Midshipmen Guilty of Wrongdoing 
at Naval Academy Can Only be 
Expelled After Trial by Court-mar- 
tial, Says Attorney-General. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Secretary 
Bonaparte has found that he has no 
power to dismiss Midshipmen Coffin 
and Vandever, charged with hazing 
and complicity in hazing Midshipman 
Kimbrough. This information was 
conveyed to him today by Atty.-Gen. 
Moody. A few days ago he submitted 
to the Attorney-General the abstract 
question as to whether a cadet mus: 
be tried by court-martial previous to 
his dismissal from the academy. He 
did not name the two midshipmen_ 
above referred to, but he did state that 
a case had recently aiisen at 
academy wherein two midshipmen had 
hazed anothér. Today the Attorney- 
General told the Secretary that his 
conclusion was adverse to the asserted 
right of the Secretary to dismiss a 
midshipman, and he promised to sup- 
ply an opinion in full legal form with- 
in a short time. : 

It is now the duty of Admiral Sandés, 
superintendent of the emy, to or- 
der Coffin and Vandever before a 
court-martial under the terms of an 
act of 1874, and if they are convicted of 
hazing they must be dismissed from 
the academy. He will be instructed to 
this effect as soon as the Attorney- 
General's formal opinion is received at 
the Navy Department. 

‘Secretary Bonaparte is seeking legis- 
lative authority to make dismissals 
himself in such cases, but such legis-. 
lation would not be retroactive or affect 
the two midshipmen. Today he sent a 
letter to Senator Hale and Representa- 
tive Moss, chairmen, respectively, of 
the Senate and House committees on 
Naval Affairs. informing them of the 
situation which, he says, will make 
ae difficult to deal satisfactorily 
wit 

“In my judgment,” says Secretary 
Bonaparte tn these letters, “it is es- 
sential to the proper discipline of the 
academy and especially necessary for 
the eradication of these abuses, that 
a discretionary power of summary dis- 
missal of midshipmen should be vested 
in the Secretary of the Navy.” 

Secretary Bonaparte suggests the ad- 
visability of securing, if possible, the 
immediate enactment of such a statute.

Here is a Kipling story in our midst 
—the gathering of Southern California 
farmers to fight and conquer a roaring 
monster of a river. 

The really tremendous and little-un- 
derstood question of making the San 
Gabriel River behave, came tp before 
the Supervisors again yesterday. 
Those who seek to subdue that tur- 
bulent, vagabond winter torrent are 
not fighting the river alone; they are 
also fi¢hting each other. There are pe- 
titions and counter-petitions. 

They all agree that this monstrous 
devouring thing should be imprisoned 
in dikes. The Supervisors are scared 
to think what it might cost. 

Another thing—the gnawing, snarling 
old river has to destroy someone's 
land before it can be confined. 

No one seems to be enthusiastic over 
giving up his land as a sacrifice to the 
river god. 

Every winter, this stream, dry as 
an old bone in summer, comes raging 
down in a torrent, destroying land and 
stock. If it would stick to the same 
course every year it would not be so 
bad, But the stream is a marauder by 


What is now proposed by the farm- 
ers is to form a channel for it to tear 
through, a channel with impregnable 
banks—the cost to be id ypon 
the property holders along the banks.

We are 
not expressing merely our own ideas 
in saying that the laws controlling 
the business of banking should be ‘so 
amended as to forbid every officer of 
a bank from borrowing money from 
the institution whose interests he, as 
an officer, is supposed to safeguard. 
This is an opinion shared with us by 
a very large number of bankers all 
ovér America. Indeed, it would be 
| hardly going too far to say that nearly 
all conservative bankers with a thor- 
ough grasp of the science of banking 
will agree in. this opinion. A man’s 
business schemes are very much like 
the white hen’s chickens, to his own 
eyes. They seem good to him or he 
would not go into them. He looks far 
more carefully and critically into any 
scheme of another man, who puts it 
before him fer the purpose of borrow- 
ing money, than he does into his own 
pet idea. He is much more enthusias- 
tic when it comes to looing at a 
proposition he is promoting on his 
own behalf, and hé looks much more 
cold-bloodediy at those in which 
others are concerned.

The Zanja Cotas were located 
in the Santa Ynez Valley, their lands 
being not far distant from the Santa 
Ynez mission, the Mission fathers look- 
ing after their spiritual welfare. 

The church came into the contro! of 
lands now known as a part of the Col- 
lege rancho, the church's possessions 
extending along one side of Zanja Cota 
Creek, and lands on the other side be- 
ing owned, now by the Santa Ynez 
Land Company. The land company 
settied with the few remaining Indians 
@y granting them certain acreage, and 
while the church, through the Roman 
Catholic bishep of the diocese, would 
not adniit that the Indians had legal 
right to any of the lands, granted the 
tribe seventy-five acres. 

These arrangements were made 
jointly by, the land company and the 
church, were satisfactory to the

ORDINANCE-REPEAL TANGLE.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 19.—After Sees 
months of discussion of a p 
amendment to the Kelly liquor ordi- 
nance allowing restaurants to serve 
liquors with meals on Sundays, during 
certain hours, the City Council last 
night voted for the re of the en- 
tire ordinance. If the Mayor signs the 
repeal ordinance the restaurant men 
will have to bide the provisions of the 
reguiar Sunday saloon-closing ordi- 
nance. Although the ordinance does 
not expressly state it is interpreted to 
mean that no liquors shall be sold in 
restaurants, as well as in saloons on 
Sunday. Now the Anti-saloon League 
men talk of invoking the aid of recall 
for the removal of the Councilmen 
who voted for the repeal of the Kelly 
ordinance. 

This morning, after the smoke of 
battle was over, it was discovered that 
in repealing the Kelly ordinance. the 
City Counci] had repealed all the 
liquor ordinances of the city, with _ the 
single exception of the Sunday saloon 
ordinance, the Kelly ordinance having 
been a codification measure. Its re- 
peal knocks the city out of a licensing 
ordinance, thus cutting off the city’s 
revenue from the sale of licenses, in 
itself a tidy item. The discovery as to 
the effect of last night's action creates 
consternation in the ranks of the 
fighters of the Anti-saloon 
who little thought they were dealing 
to themselves and the city such a biow. 
Interesting developments are expected. 
as the saloon interests and the anti- 
saloon interests are In for a pitched 
battle.

MAD RACE TO DYING BROTHER 
ENDS IN VAIN. 


J. V. Kellerman of Pittsburgh 
Passes Into Unconsciousness and 
Eternal Rest While Loving Sister
